therefore, the proofs of the Times are 
admitted to be correct. But with respect 
to the proofs of fraud, In 1869 and 1870 
the Mayor and Controller signed warrauts 
for the payment of $1,449,000 for repairs 
and furniture supplied to armories alone 
| For furniture, Carpenter work and fittings 
| for the new Court Mouse there had been 
paid to one firm alone $1,795,500, and of 
this firm Mr, Tweed, one of the officers of 
city, ia member. As an incidental 
evidence of fraud, the Zimes points out 
that no less than the sum of $886,000 was 
entered in the accounts on detes which 
happened to fall on Sundays, For carpet _ 
for the new Court House and offices 
warrants to the smount of $506,000 had 
been sigued. And on this item the Times 
remarks: ‘ Supposing that carpeta, cost 
five dollars per yard, this same would 
suffice to cover 118,147 aquaro yards, There 
are 8} acres, or about 40,000 square yards, 
in the City Hall Park. Conacquently the — 
city authorities have paid money enough 
for carpets in the new Court House alone 
| to have covered the whole City Park three 
times over.’ Binally it alleges that tho 
total amount which haa been got rid of in 
these profuse furnishings is $9,790,000. The 
}eimple moral which we may draw from 
this exposure this, that » Republican 
simplicity and virtue is not now, in the 
cily ot New York at least, what it asqd to 
be In the days of tho great father of the 
Republic.

In his first letter he says: ‘ They were 
waiting the arrival of the steamer Picton, at 
Picton, which should have arryled at7 p. m. 
but failed to make her appearance till 3 
Sunday morning ; and there being no accom- 
modations at the wharf we returned to tho 
North American Hotel, (more properly Hogs 
head), Mr. Editor, is such language gentle. 
manly? Isitsuchas a gentleman would 
uso? In his next letter he says: ‘They 
were guests of Mra, Blanchard’s, had taken 
their tea there, and started early enough to 
reach the boatpwhich was due at 7 p.m, 
but seeing no boat coming, or prospects of 
any, turned into the North American Hotel 
and were seated in the porch before the town 
clock struck 7.’ Now does it not look very 
strange that they should go to meet a boat 
due at 7, and leave the wharf again before 
the time? But they admit they were not 
guests of mine, but had got their tea at 
Mrs, Blanchard’s, If so, [ think they 
should have remained there, | and 
not imposed themselves on me. 
Had they been my guests I should have done 
asl always do—have seen them to the boat 
—but as I stated before, I think it could be 
shown, if necessary, they were guests of pri- 
vate families,or the majority of them,although 
wome of them might have taken tes at Mra, 
Blanchard’s, But be that asit may, I felt 
myeelf under no obligation to keep my house 
open longer for their accommodation to oe 
annoyance of myself and guests, and that too 
without any recompense or offer of any, as 
he unwittingly admits in his letter, He says 
‘For scarcely had they touched their beds 
before the landlord bolted upstairs and de- 
manded twenty-five cents for their beds..— 
Now, from his own admission they—the whole 
erowd—had not only occupied my rooms but 
my bede’as well, without even asking the pri- 
vilege or proffering pay, until 3:80 o'clock, and 
I presume from his after remarks,thought me 
bound to furnish beds and rooms free, for he 
says: ‘Did he want us to spend money for 
sitting afew hours in his house, ‘and for 
which weare under no obligations, a8 all 
public houses are for the use and accommo~ 
dation of the public.’ If that be the duty of 
hotel keepers I think we should have tho pri- 
vilege of choosing our own guests. He further 
anys: ‘ask how could we spond money, or 
how should we, it belng on Saturday night, 
and by the lawa of our land no liquor could 
be sold after 7 o'clock, and further, by that 
allagecing power above, it Is just as wrong to 
indulge in that vile curse as to soll it, and we 
boing # civilized body, refralued from such 
Indulgence.’

subsequent day the butter was delivered 
and paid for according to agreement, The 
question to be determined is whether this 
is an infraction of the By-law? I have 
postponed Judgment in this nnd other 
cases until the Market By-Laws, now in 
force, were consolidated and printed, so 
that no clause bearing upon the subject 
could possibly be overlooked or omitted 
from my consideration. The proofeheets 
of the By-Law were placed in my hands 
last evening, and [ am now enabled to give 
judgment. 

The only clause of the By-Law bearing 
upon the subject is the 12th, as floally 
amended by By-Law 242. It 1s 
enacted “ That no person shall buy, sell or 
offer for sale any game, fish, poultry, eggs, 
butter, cheese, grain, vegetables or fruits 
exposed for sale or marketed within the town 
of Belleville until the seller has paid the 
market fees,” &c. The clause also provides 
that * before the hour of 12 o'clock,noon,no 
butcher's meat, fish, hay.or straw shall be 
bought or sold by any person in apy part 
of the Town except at the public market 
place and in the said stalls or shops in 
Coleman, Baldwin, and Ketcheson Wards, 
as thereinbefore mentioned.”

To order to make the defendant lifble to

Town vs, Zwick.—'Ihe defendant is 
charged with violating the market By-law 
by selling a load of hay without first going 
to the market and paying tho market fees 
thereon, The evidence shows that he did 
sell and deliver a load of hay without going 
to the market and without paying the 
market fees, but that this was done after 
12 o’clock noon. From what has been said 
in the case of Town vs. Vermilyea, it will 
be seen defendant has been guilty of no 
offence. It is only d¢efore that hour that he 
is obliged to sell his hay onthe public 
market, and in that case he would be oblig- 
ed to pay the market fees. After 12 o'clock 
noon, any person can sell hay and the three, 
other articles mentioned in any part of the 
Town. He isnot then compelled to pay 
market fees any more than he 1s compelled 
to weigh his hay on the market scales if his 
customer does not desire it. The case is 
dismissed. 


FORESTALLING, 


Town vs, Grsson.—The evidence in this 
case shows that detendant offered 16 cents 
a lb. for some butter that a wonian had for 
sale onthe market before the hour of nine 
o’clock, for the purpose of reselling the 
same, Defendant does not deny that the 
butter was required for re-sale in a grocery 
kept by his wife, but he denies that it was 
before ‘9 o'clock. The evidence of the 
constables oy this latter point is quite clear. 
The question to consider is, is this an 
infraction of the By-Law! The portion of 
the By-Law relating to this point is as 
follows; ‘* Before the hour ot 9 o'clock in 
the forenoon during the months of June, 
July and August, and 10 o'clock during 
the reat of the year, no person shall forestall, 
regrate or monopolize any grain, meats, fish, 
fruits, roots, vegetables, poultry and dairy 
produots within the Town of Belleyille.” 


The definition of the words ‘forestall, 
‘regrate’ and ‘monopolize’ is important in 
coming to a conclusion on this question, 
To forestall I find means; (1) “to buy or 
contract for merchandize or provisions on 
their way to market, with the intention of 
selling again at a higher price; (2) to per- 
sunde or influence persons from bringing 
their goods or provisions to market; or (8) 
to persuade them to enhance their price 
there.” To regrate was formerly 
defined to mean “to buy in order to sell 
agajn for gain,” but it seems now to be 
confined “to persons buying and selling 
again, or with the iotention so to do, in 
the same market or within four miles 
thereof.” It was so fixed by the statutes 
of Elizabeth and I believe it is the law of 
this Province. To monopelize is a term 
generally understood, and its teohnical 
definition is “to purchase or obtain posses- 
sion of any commodity or goods in the 
market with the view to appropriate the 
same or to coptrol the 
thereof,”

Now it doet not uppear to me that the 
defendant was guilty of either forcatalling, 
rograting, or monopolizing, according to 
the foregoing definitions ot the words, He 
neither bought nor contracted for any bute 
tor, but merely offered o price which was 
not accepted. It is not proved that this 
was done to enhance the price, but from all 
sppeargnce the offers was bona fide. Had 
the offer been accepted by the seller, then 
there would have been a contract and per- 
haps a purchase, which would have ren-

said stuils or shops, and further, that no 
butcher or other person aball cut up or expose 
for sale or bell any fresh meat in any part of 
Belleville, except in the stalls, in the public 
market, or in any euch other places as the 
Standing Committee Public Market 
may appoint, not less than four hundred 
yards from the Public Market.”

The literal interpretation of the Jatter part 
of this clause would limit the sale of * fresh 
the market stalls, and shops 
lensed by the Market. Committee. But 
this cannot be the intention of the Council, 
as that would prohibit the sale of meat by 
the quarter, as well as by the carcass, in 
the public market, Such an interpretation 
would be repugnant to the meaning of other 
portions of clause 13, which implies that 
butchers may sell outside of their stalls 
frosh meat by the quarter, and it is also 
repugnant to clauses 18 and 19, which ex- 
pressly provide for the sale of fresh meat by 
the quarter and in Jarger quantities ; and 
fixes the lees that the lessee of the market 
shall be entitled to receive for all such meat 
as shall be brought to the market for sale. 
But I do not find any place im the By-law in 
which the yendor of such meat is compelled 
to go tothe market before he can sell or 
dispose of it toa purchaser, If he uses the 
public market he is required to pay for such 
u , ashe cannot enjoy its advantages for 
nothing. Further than this, the By-law 
does not appear to go, with the exceptions 
already referred to, of butchers’ meat, fish, 
hay and straw, which must be brought and 
sold on the public market before noon, but 
after that hour in anyplace. I must there- 
fore, hold that the laiter part of clause 13, 
relers to fresh meat “ cut up ” in less quan- 
tities than by the quarter, which the defen- 
dant 18 not charged of selling.

English Savings Bank 


Some very interesting figures have re~ 
cently been published having reference to 
the returns of the savings banks of Great

Horrors of a Steerage Passage. 


REVOLTING SCENES ON BOARD OF A GERMAN 
SAILING VESSEL—STATEMENTS OF THE 
PASSENGRRS—ALLEGRD STARVATION AY 
PKA, 


There is ono horror known only to those 
poor persons who are obliged to take steur~ 
age passage in a slow sailing vessel witha 
Noro for a captain, The German ship 
Europa, which sailed from Bremen on the 
{7th April with 120 passenyors, bas just 
arrived at New York, having been detained 
three weeks in quarantine on account of tho 
prevalence of amall-pox on board. Accord: 
ing tothe statements of a portion of the 
passengers, the misery during that long 
yoyage of two monthe must have beon tar 
rible indeed. ‘Two of the passengers died, 
it is said, of starvation, and the rest barely 
lived the passage out. Tho oaptain, Augiiat 
Pichler, lias been arrested, and will be 
brought before a United States Commission 
er, when the farts will be tally developad 
by witnesses, One of the passengers by the 
Europa, was Mr. Frederick OC, Hondorf, 
a respectable citizen of New York, This 
gentleman, having injured hiw health by 
constant devotion to his duty as a book- 
keoper in a stationer’s store resolved upon ® 
visit to his parents in Germany, and was 
advised by his physician to go and come on 
a sailing vessel, as the long voyage would 
be beneficial to him, Mr, Hendorfdesoribes 
ihe scones on the Europa during the retura 
passago os sickening in the oxtreme. He 
alleges in an affidavit that tho passengers 
were suffering nearly all tho time for want 
of suficient food, and swears posrtively that 
the two passongera that died—one ar old 
man and the other a young gitl—

Pans, July 22. 
It must be owing to the scorching sun, 
which renders life here next to impossible,

As if the weather is not sufficlently prostrat— 
ing, some of the newly elected deputies, who 
have hardly settled down in thelr seats, talk 
of getting up a cry to dissolve the Assembly. 
Such an agitation would be next to lunacy, 
and would look like a pleasantry at the 
expense of universal suffrage, The electors 
Want rest and calm, and expect something 
more fromthe man of their choice than 
taking mreturn ticket to Versailles. A diaso- 
lution, instead of getting rid of the Royalint 
members, might rather add to their number. 
Equally reprehensible is another Proposition, 
also from the ‘ Left.’ In presence of the fact 
that the present salle of the Assembly is too 
small to accommodate all the representatives, 
and that the most eminent doctor in Paris, 
specially fnvited to report on its sanitary 
condition, declared he was afraid to sit out « 
sanee—which, by chance, turned out to be 
eXtremely stormy besides,—a member pro- 
poses that any deputy who does not present 
himself within fifteen days after election, be 
declared diequalified. This motion is aimed 
at the Orleanist Princes, d’Aumale and Join- 
ville, that every sage man has admired for 
temporarily withdrawing from the Assembly. 
The more prominently the Orleanists are 
brought {orward, the more the country may 
sympathize with thelr life of pradence aud 
good faith. 

The Assembly is a veritable hot-house— 
laws are made and repealed with the rapldity 
of tropical vegetation. The Committees of 
the House are also not idle, Onehas rejected 


tariffs on raw materials, according drawbacks 
when manofactured,the money will be raised 
by simply taxing home or foreign fabrics, by

The royalist journals are in & permanent 
state of obullition. It1s curious, living 
we do under a republic, to witness writer: 
alluding to Comte de Chambord, as af he 
was actually reigning as Henry the Filth. 
‘They claim that France can only be saved 
by a muracle—and that miracle isa Bour- 
bon restoration. But the royalists have no 
chance—they have no chiets since the 
deaths of Berryer and Montalembert—they 
defend ¢ the altar and the throne’ by fighting 
amongst themselves, and the Count himself 
has frightened away many followers, by the 
promise ol introducing religion into the 
laws. It 1s into hearts, even religious peo- 
ple, desire to see the reformation carried. 
This party is to raiso the ftalian question, 
‘| by catechising the Munistry, it it means to 
“set his Holiness at liberty and restore his 
stolen possessions.” France intends to do 
nothing of the kind—aocepts accomplished 
facts. She is more interested in foundiog 5 
national army, and paying off the German 
émbargo. Paris newa-rooms are Ao far 
interested in the Roman question, as to sub- 
scribe for copies of such journals, as the 
Vatican denounced would bea terrible sin 
to read. 

Each deputy receives 750 francs « month, 
and jtasnot too much to say it is well 
earned at present—the railway between 
Versailles and Paris, must receive & good 
deal of this money, aathe representatives 
live in the city, but wall not vole the raising 
of the siege.

Mr. Gladstone announced the postpone- 
ment of the Queen's visit to Balmoral, 
in deference to the condition of public 
business. The date of the prorogation of 
Parliament was therefore yet uncertain,

Tho honorable gentle- 
man asked theSpeaker whether ‘mon of the 
law following business ia the King’s Courts’ 
were eligible to sit and vote in Parliament. 
It appeared that two yolumes of revised 
Statues had been published last year, and 
in one of these the penetrating vision of 
the Member tor Great Grimbsy had detected 
an antiquated restriction of the nature cited. 
The Speaker, thus appealed to, could only- 
reply that the practiceof the House had 
not been in conformity with the venerable 
Statute, and that it would be better to take 
an opinion from the Law Officers of the 
Crown. Mr. Gladstone endorsed the sug- 
gestion from the chair, and thought that 
Mr, Tomline might also move for a Select 
Committee. One or two members on both 
sides took part in an aimless and uninter- 
esting discussion, aud, when a good deal of 
vafuablé time had been thus wasted, a di- 
vision was taken on Mr, Tomlioe’s motion 
to adjoura the House, with the result that 
the honourable gentleman was defeated by 
a majority of almost 20 to 1.—London Tele~ 
graph.

It is bad enough 
in all conscience to be obliged to make 
political capital by building a sidewalk, 
digging a drain, opening «culvert, sinking a

disgusting to contemplate, And who is bold 
enough to say that this would not occur 
under Corporation management ? 


Perhaps you will ask : How is this to be got 
over? Simply by giving the power to a 
private Corporation who would be bound by 
the most stringent provisions of the Act Of 
Parliament. {I understand that our late 
Mayor, Mr. Robertson, offered to get up such 
a Company on the most liberal terms, and if 
it be objected that his land was not go sult- 
able as that proposed to be purchased, I 
reply that Mr, L, H, Henderson proposed to 
the Council to get up a private Company in 
reference to the very land which the By-law 
covers, Why then did not the Council accept 
this offer?

It ia whether 
the god Gunputi_ haa two tusks of only 
one, It has been customary to represent 
him with two; but it is now asserted thut 
he has only one. It 1s not proposed to re~ 
fer this question for solutton to Professor 
Owen or.to aby otber comparative anatom 
ist. Western, science ia. not to have the 
privilege of deciding this weighty matter, 
A Belgaum writer in the Times of India 
tells us that the pundits of that place have 
found in the Shastera the clearest proof 
that Guoputi has only one tusk, and that be 
has been lamentably misrepresented By 
images having two. One who drives through 
the native town 10 the evening, just now, 


borrowed another from ao elephant, is at 
the present time visiting bis worshipers 
and receiving their homage and their gifts. 
In the spirit of accommodation and im 
partiality, his advent to the poor man is 
made in the form of an image that coats 
four pice, to the rich man is made ip the 
form of an image that costa five or ten 
rupees. The poor man 1s allowed the 

rivilege of throwing the god of wisdom 
into the sen, after a single day’s hospitality ; 
but others, according to their means enter- 
tain his godship for three, five, or even 
clevendays. Enormous sums of money are 
expended by some in the endeayor to en« 
tertain their clay deity. Whatever is pleas- 
ing to his elephant eyes and his clephast 
palate and the olfactory nerves of his pro- 
is presented ; and asit is known that 
heh weakness for Brahmins aud dancing 
women, they.are called in to participate 10 
the good cheer, and to take captive the 
sensibilities of .thia lord of the universe. 
Muititudes of Native gentleman who bolit 
intercourse with Europeans in the various 
public offices in excellent English, in the 
daytime, spend their evenings and their 
substance in the endeavor to please this 
hideous image. But, seriously, how uu- 
utterably distressing it 1s that this bormble 
mockery of all religion should be going on 
around about us. How ought all who 
know the true God and have the slightest 
zeal that his hallowed name may bo known 
upon earth and his truth among all nations, 
how ought they to humble themselves “be: 
fore Him, at such a time as this, with prayer 
and sopplication on behalf of our fellow~ 
men in India, that the time may soon come 
for the dissipation of the awful delusions 
under which they labor, That which goes 
by the nanie ofeducation among us,instead 
of inspiring, them with horror for such 
idolatry, bas in too many instances furnish 
ed them with apologies for the system 
written by such men as Max Muller, and 
persuaded them that God in his condescen 
sion will accept of even such worship, At 
all events the thing goes on, and for all 
that we can see, the re as many images 
of Guoputi manufactured cvery year, and 
as much money spent in the entertainment 
of this potbellied rat-rider, as there ever 
was, 

The only thing that has ever really pro- 
vailect to extirpate idolatry, bas been the 
Bible ylew of it, Mén must bemade to see 
that it ia dishonoring to God and destruc~ 
tive to all true faith in Him, true worhip 
of Him, true service of Him. Among tho 
Brahmista the number of those who have 
absolutely put away idolatry ftom thelr 
houses, may be couoted on ones flogers 
There in a mighty power in it and the 
complete renunciation of it cannot be effect 
ed without a good deal of sacrifice aud 
suffering, and a more intuitional religion 
will never furoish the amount of motive 


nocessary for such 4 conflict.

one care-taker is sufficient for all practical 
purposes, who would receive fees from the 
parties using the grounds, for opening graves 
for their relatives, asin ourchurch burying 
grounds at the present, while ‘Commission~ 
ors or Trustees could beappointed from among 
the gentlemen of the town, who would be 
willing to take the office without fee or be- 
coming ‘ permanent pensioners on the public 
purse.” 


My plan would be to lay out the grounds, 
taking sufficient for drives, &,, also a plot to 
bury strangers, as well as others who might 
not choose to buy alot. For these two pur- 
poses I would take ton acres; the other thirry 
sores I would lay out into lots from one- 
fourth of an acre down to those of the smallest 
requirements, and these lots l would put at 
prices varying according to size and position, 
Allowing the land to cost $6,000, there would 
be 80 ecres after making the reserve, this 
should bring on an average $400 per acre, or 
$12,000, one half of which would pay for the 
land and the other half would sarely 
lay out the grounds, fence the same, and build 
8 small house for the caretaker or grave- 
digger and his family, and where is the per- 
son who would uot be willing to pay fora lot 
and have it his own for burial purposes? I 
believe if the Council would lay out the 
grounds and submit the plan to the heads of 
families, that enough could be sold in three 
days to pay for the cost of the land. 


Having stated thus far I would say, give 
us the By-law, Jay out the grounds and try 
the question, The Town Council need not 
Jay out any money in ornamenting the 
grounds ; let the purchasers of lots do that 
or let it goundone. I have that confidence 
in our city fathers that I do not believe they 
will place themselves in the position sought 
to be ascribed to them by ‘Vox Populi’ and 
it is very unfalr on his part to attribute 
motives to the Council as be does, and that, 
too, over a fictitious name, not daring to come 
out over his own signature like the editor of 
the New York Times. 


The Market By-Law of $30,000 is made 
use of by ‘Vox Populi’ for a purpose. How 
much more manly on his part had he stated 
the truth about it, by saying the present 
market rents will pay the interest and create 
a sinking fund to pay off the amount to be 
expended on market grounds and buildings, 
which it will do, and he well knows it if he 
will but acknowledge the truth. 

How much better for him to admit (or to 
be silent) that while there is a necessity for 
a eometory, that the plan Js feasible and can 
ba carried out without loss to the Town! 
Would it not be better for him, instead of 
putting forth bugbears in order that he may 
slay them,as those of a ‘ market,’ a ‘cometery,’ 
‘ water works,’ a ‘high school,’ (whioh is not 
the act of ‘he Council but of the school Trustees.) 
an ‘Industrial Farm,’ &c, to eome out 
honestly and boldly over his own signature, 
and show (which he claims to be the voloe of 
the people) that he has a more feasible plan 
fora cemotery? Iam sure if he does so, the 
City Fathers will be pleased to take his 
suggestions and act upon them for the general 
good. Should hecome out with his proper 
name, we could then seo how far taxes for 
those public Improvements would affect his 
puree, and be the better able to judge of his 
sincerity or of his penurlousness as to those 
great objects which are required for the 
general benefit of all parties, as well aa for 
the credit of the Town iteulf. 


*Vgx Populi’ puts mo in mind of a person 
who once, in his overflow of feeling for his 
own greatness, sald; “Am I nota great and 
moat learned acho!nr and therefore a great 
man, well qualified by my superior know- 
ledge to instruct the common people?

New Yonx, August 19—A London correspond- 
ent telegraphs; I bave jast recelved some later 
telegrams from Persia. The news now recelved 
conclusively contradicts the recent palliative 
statement of the Persian Miols' The Persian 
Government basa clear {otorest In underating 
the consequence of the famine, since they have 
been undoubtedly the result of its own oppres- 
sive maladmipistration. In Ispahan, a city with 
® population variously estimated at from 200,000 
to 60,000 people, there have been already 27,000 
deaths, and the mortality bas not yet diminish- 
04. This terrible record \s, however, eclipsed 
by accounts from the Provinces whero the panic 
first assumed alarming proportions, In Mazan- 
deran a very much larger percentage of deaths 
has taken placo; some accounts, Indeod, say 
half of the population have pénahed. Througb- 
out the Rice growlog Provinces there has been 
«complete failure of the crops, owing to the 
Aronght. The hope of better reports from these 
sections of country must therefore be indefinite- 
ly postponed. Large and formerly populous 
districts are altogether deserted. Discaso, as 
might have naturally been expected, follows In 
the turo of this horrible death, and attacks man 
aod beast. The former rumor of the aslatic 
plague having broken out Is*uoconfrmed, bat

the rest, and Douglass was taken prisoner, 
The birth of the Great Napoleon ocourred 
on the 15th of August,1769, Two years ago, 
the French nation,with the greatest enthu- 
siasm,commemorated hia centennial by a 
series of military and civic festivites, and

“ Just before sunset, the hali-breed cabina 
rapidly increased in number: we saw 
fields, groves ot trees; a little church = then, 
as the river gave its finishing twist, there 
appeared on the right bank the college, 
convent, church, and episcopal residence 
of St, Bonitace,—a charming picture of » 
comfortable settlement.

‘The sun was just setting ; a flood of level 
light poured its warm gold over the houses 
and shores, the fine old poplars and elms, 
and the bright little gardens of St. Boni- 
face, while the river, now broad enough to 
be really imposing, rushed and murmared 
past in shadow. As weturned and drew 
up to the landipg-place, where hundreds 
of men were awaiting. The splendor of 
the clouds, transfused with orange and 
rosy light, behind the dark groups of trees 
drew our eyes away from the curious mul 
titude on the bank. We forgot the high

‘* As soon as the plank was cast out, the 
American Consul, Mr. James W, Taylor, 
came on board to welcome us, having 
kindly made all preparations for our seeing 
as much as possible of the country, and 
under the most agreeable auspices, We 
had already promised the evening to Mr. 
Spencer, the chief officer of customs, who 
had been onr fellow- passenger from Pem- 
bina, While these arrangements were belog 
settled the other passengers landed, 


“The strong, silent, handsome passenger 
whom we had all noticed on the voyage, 
proved to be Dr. Lynch, one of the chiet 
opponents of Riel during the rebellion ; the — 
communicative, handsome, sccomplished 
man we knew was the Attorney General of 
the Province. 5 P . 

“There ig one main street in Winnipeg, — 
and « few scattering dwellings—perhapa 
100 houses in all, with abont 600 inhabi- 
tants. The greater part of the place has 
grown up within a year, and it alteady 
exhibits both the grand scale of prepara- 
tion and the grand confidence in future 
importance which characterize every young 
Awerican ‘Metropolis of the Mississippi 
Valley.” We strayed about at random, 
after landing, guided by gentlemen of the 
place, who Were as eager and assiduous in 
explaining where Mr, Jones liyed, and 
which was Mr. Thompson's storo, as it these 
were lustorio monuments of the Middle 
Ages, In fact, [ think the well appointed 
store of Bannatyne & Begg was quite as 
agreeable to the most of our party aa any 
Runic inscription or Druid cirque could 
have been. The night was warm, the moon 
shone broadly and brightly, and the whole 
population seemed to be out of doors. 

“At 9 o'clock we gathered togetheratthe ~ 
Custom House, where Mr. Spencer. had 
improvised a reception for our patty, This 
was not 80 easy, with the primitive resources 
of the place; but the cordial good will of 
our host and bis friends overcame all difti - 
culties. Wo were comfortably placed and 
bountifully entertained. Mr, MeTaviab, 
the Deputy Governor, Captain McDonald 
of the garrison,the editors of the Winnipes, 
newspapers, the chief lawyers, physicians, 
and merchants of the town were present, 
and the occasion presently merged into the 
inevitable Anglo Saxon toripalities, The 
Queen's health was drunk with the honors, 
then the President's, the English respond 

y with a stave of their national byma, 
while Governor Hawley spoke for our side. 
Then the toasts and sentiments came #0 
fast that they finally enforced upon nearly 
every gentleman present the necessity of 
responding to something. 

“Governor Bross, Dr, Dana, and the 
Nameless spoke for the Preas; Mr. Evana 
and Colonel Hazard for Railroads, Then 
our Consul, who seems to be a great favor 
ito with the Manitobans, callod ont the 
native press, and follower in @®apoech of 
such power, volume and emphasis that it 
must have startled the garrison at Fort 
Garry,and awakened the slumbering pricets 
at St. Boniface. The Consul has two great 
requisites for a Manitoban orator, 10x 
haustible voice and inexhaustible faith in 
the Saskatchewan Kiver—whence he ia 
popularly known ag ‘Saskatchowan Taylor” 
For once, the seream the American 
Englo was music to the ears of tho British 
Lion, and the amiable animal purred con: 
tentedly and drow in bis olawa, The 
glories of tho Saskgtohowan River wore 80 
skilfully blended With the glories of the 
Amorioan Nation, that wo oxulted over the 
one and our Manitoban frienla over the 
other, at tho game moment.

The resources of our new Province excite 
the admiration of Americans, well acquaint 
ed as they are ywith their own great praine 
land, There is a rush of immigrants from 
Minnesota and other sections of the United 
States to this virgin land; but the largest 
is from Ontario.

The railroad wiil not be completed to the 
Red River before September; but the 
immigrants are here ahead of it, taking 
possession of all the choice lands belonging 
to the Government sections, man 
staking off his pre-emption claim of one 
hundred and sixty acres, Muony of the 
settlers have made arrangements with the 
railroad company, and have taken Jand 
belonging to them. It is estimated that 
not less than twenty thousand persons have 
settled along the line of that railroad the 
present season! The immigration from 
Canada bas been yery large to Manitoba: 
A gentleman from Montreal, who bas been 
Spending a few months in the yalley,informs 
me that not less than nine thousand Cana- 
dians have passed northward to take up 
homes in Manitobs, three hundred miles 
north ofthe Jine of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad. The lands here are just as invit 
ing as those in Manitoba ; but having been 
subjects of the Queen, with all their asso-- 
ciations connected with Cunada, they are 
not quite ready to become citizens of the 
Republic.

It seems 
that 609 Americans defeated 6,000 of the bar- 
barlans. 

The last Anglo-Chinese newspaper contains 
4 rumor that the ‘Colorado,’ and another 
Amorican man-of-war had run aground,and were 
captured by the Coreans and all on board 
massacred, with the exception ot Minister how, 
‘who was retained as m hostage.

A special correspondent writes that just as 
the mall fs closing, intelligence is brought of 
further Corean outrages, which will doubtless 
cause England and Prussia to take steps for the 
protection of their subjects.

The New York World, in royiew of the 


wheat market, notes the singular fact that 
wheat, which, in view of the nec saities of 
France and Germany after the close of the 
war, was expected to rise in value, did just 
the reverse, haying fallen 5 cents a bushol 
and flour nearly $2 @ barrel from the tall ot 


Paris tothe lst ot August, The cause of 
this decline was, not that the French did 
not want the wheat it was anticipated they 
would take, but they were not able to pay 
for it, At length, however, Continental de- 
mands have begun to make serious inroad« 
upon English stocks ; these have to draw 
upon American supplies, and the price 
goes up again, The World says that the 
visible supply of wheat inthe world is 40 
per cent. less than jt was fa year ago; con- 
sequently farmers may be pretty certain 
that prices for a year to come will rule high. 
This will be good news to the farmers ot

A Needed Improvement, 


We would like to sée the dangerous and 
unsightly telegraph poles now in use all 
over Canada, replaced by the kind used in 
Sweden and Germany, “and about to be 
introduced into the city of New York.

‘They are made into sections, which, for 
the purpose of ready transportation, fit 
one in the other, like a telescope or patent 
fishing rod. ~The largest section 1s but two 
andahalf tothree anda half inches in ~ 
diameter,from which it-may be judged that 
the pole will be slender und’ graceful, 
instead of being an eye-sore,’ It js secured 
into the ground by means of spreading toes 
astened to a tablet at a short «distance under 
the surface ot the ground. The agent 10

The trains were imbedded one in the 
other, and the locomotives—disabled mon~ 
sters—were buried in the debris of cars and 
freight to the height of ten or twelye feet.

Such had been 
the force of the collision that empty 
freight car in No, 13 passed completely over 
both locomotives and fell disabied on the 
mass on the opposite side.

ofthe rivor Ternes and its tributaries, to fal 
int ulus, ‘Theso extensive tracts wore in 
Yormer times wasto marshes, and at certain 
seasons of the year completely under water. 
hey Were reclaimed under the relgu of the 
Kapress Maria Theresa, In aplte of the 
recommendation of the country people, the 
authorities noglected to repair the dams "They 
kradually yielding to the pressure of the water: 


the swollen rivers have now flooded the country 
for miles. 


All the wheat crops are gono, and 
tho houses, granaries and cattle are submerged 
to addition to this calamity, the country bas 
been visited with unusual storms daring the 
proacnt season, The peasantry of South 
Hungary rely, from year to year, for their 
sustenance entirely upon the wheat and tobacco 
crops, bat hall storms have destroyed the 
garden fruits and vinayards, besides the grain 
aad tobacco flelds, Even the trees have been 
entirely stripped of their leaves. Tho excessive 
severity of the Governmont in collecting 
arrears Of taxes has greatly increased the 
misery of tho people, The authorities have 
seized the cattle of peasants who have been 
aoable to pay the taxes. Some villages owe 
arrears greater than the value of thelr whole 
property, The peasants are despondent aud 
embittered, but the Government turns a deaf 
“ar to thelr complalnts, All the agriculture,

Arriving at the Kennebecassis branch of 
niver St. Joha, a charming scene broke upon 
the view, The river here expands into a 
Jake-like sheetof water about 2 miles in 
width aud five in length. Upon one side 
theroare bluffs rising a short distance from 
the water, beantifally wooded, but in some 
places having meadow slopes which com- 
mand a complete view of the river, On 
the opposite side there is an islaod and 
beyond, on the main land, hills rise in 
gradaal succession till the tops are lostin 
the distance, “Both plainyand heights are 
covered with. rich vegetation, making the 
landscape exceedingly agreeable to the eye, 
and a more suitable spot for determining 
the great event at issue could seatcely be 
imagined. The course lay along the: baok 
of thé river about a quarter of a mile from 
shore, and ina straight tine for three miles 
{rom the stake boat to the torning buoys at 
the northern end of the wide nver. Reach- 
ing outside ofthe course,most of them

Potatoes for Milch Cows. 


Mr. R. A. Hunt, of Euclid, Ohio, gives the 
following reault of an experiment he made 
in fooding carrots and potatoea to a milch 
cow. Tbe cow to which the roote were given 
had precisely the game treatment each day, 
60 far as care and other foods were concern— 
ed, while the test was being made, baving 
nothing in addition to tho roota batdry hay 
and water. While 36 quarts of carrota wero 
fel daily, 32 pounds of milk were recsigett 
in roturn ; and while the same quantity pf 
carrots and polstoes, equal parts,were fod, 
36 pounds of milk were give nd when po- 
tatoes alone wore given, 40 pounds of milk 
were received. 

The roota were cut and fed in messes of 
twelve quarts each thros times per day, and 
alternats changes mado so that a correct e8- 
timate might be set upon the diflerent roots 
a3 milk producers, Mr. Hunt believes po- 
tatoes to bea paying crop when raised for

that much of thecrop ordinarily does not 
ripen, in the North. BY pinching in the 
vines, the effort of the plants are turned to 
fruit production, It thinks the top should 
be pinched off when the plants are « foot 
high,and the lacterals when 4 footora little 
more in length. 

BuckwHmat As A GREEN Onor.—Whero 
this grain ie sowed the first of August, it 
will be in condition to plow in for @ rye 
crop the last of September,, We have seen. 
rye taken from a Held four years in success: 
jon, with no other manure than buckwheat 
turned jo at the time of sowing the rye. 
There was a constantincrease in the yleld 
of the grain, showing tho benetit of the greed 
crop. It the land ts not strong enough 
to give a good growth of buckwheat, some 
manure will be necessary, A’ continued 
succession of grain crops does not show 
good husbandry, but it may answer for re 
mote flolds, where stable manure cannot be 
applied economically, Thegroeh crops aud 


the grain should.come in & regular rotation,

The Town Finances, 


There is at present no little talk on the 
streets concerning the town finances and 
their past and present condition and man- 
agement, Many statements are made, for 
the truth of any ot which we do not youch, 
There is no doubt, however, that trouble 
has been brewing in that direction for 
months past arising out of difference of op- 
inion among the Councillors,and that light 
must shortly be thrown on thesubject. The 
Tumor most generally circulrted,is,that Dr, 
Hope,the present Chairman of the Finance 
Committee,is firm in his opinion that there 
is deficiency (spite of anything to the 
contrary shewn by the report of the Audi- 
tors) of the large sum of $11,000 or up- 
wards in last year’s transactions, and that 
the majority of the Committee do not 
admit that the deficiency is so large as held 
by the Dr. One fact in connection with 
this matter is that a long meeting of the 
Finance Committee was held yesterday 
afternoon,August 28th, at which there was 
4& most decided difference of opinion mani- 
fested. To this,rumor adds,that the Chair- 
man submitted a report which the majority 
amended in one important particular, and 
that their are other points on which the 
Chairman will have to yield before the 
report is approved by the Committee and 
submitted to the Council. Doubtless there 
{s much that is incorrect and distorted in 
these rumors, but certain it is that the 
Report, which, had there been a meeting 
of Council last night, ought to have been 
brought up, was not ready for submission, 
A special meeting of Council to consider 
this important matter, ia likely soon to be 
held, when the whole tacts will’ probably 
come out.

A Maontricent Leaacy,—Tho St, Cath- 
arines Zimes learns that a legacy worth 
eighty millions of dollara has been lett to the 
family of Spriogers, by tho late Oharles C, 
Springor,great-grandfathor of Moses Spring- 
er M. P, P., and that tho lawyers are now 
working the case. It appears that this 
Oharles O. Springor was a native of tho State 
of Delaware, whore ho had Jarge possessions. 
Something over a hundred years ago bo 
loased oight hundred acres of land to the 
Episcopal Church there, for a torm of 
ninety-nine years, after which it was to fall 
back to his legal heirs. This land now com- 
poses tho greater part of the city of Wilming 
ton, and is of very great valuo. Tho way it 
happened to pass into private bands is os 
follows: The trustees of this trust, acoing 
that the family had beon scattered by the 
troublous times of tho Reyolution, some of 
whom, being loyalista,came to Canada,othera 
illegally sold the ostate, and left for Europe. 
The heirs are quite numeeous in Oanada, 
many of them quite well-to-do, and thiry 
have undertaken to investigate the matter 
before the United States Supreme Coart.

Great Riot in Rome. 


A Mob Threatens the Vatican. 
The Troops Disperse the Rioters, 
Several Killed and Wonnded. 


Roms, August SO—A vielent demonstration 
took place In the streets of Rome on Sundayr 
the 27th Inst. A drunken crowd, led by one 
Togretti, brother of a man who was bebeaded 
for murder under the Papal Government, 
marched toward the Vatican, ‘(he crowd made 
a furious uproar and shouting against the 
priests, who fled In terror in all directions, and 
utterlog threats against the Inmates of the 
Vatican. Togrettl harangued the rioters, 
inciting them to deeds of violence. All flour- 
ished daggers and pistols, yelling ‘A basso gil 
Papalina.’’ The authorities were alarmed at 
the threats of the mob, the police being unable 
to suppress the rlot. 

Signor Podesta, the Mayor, called upon the 
military commander of Rome for ald. The 
troops arrived shortly afterwards aod charged 
the mob, which realeted at first, but foally fed 
in confusion. Many of the rioters fired as they 
ran at the soldiers, who replied by a few shots, 
killing ono and wounding seyeral of the mob.
